ANNEXuRE II 

The policy for export of Wood and Timber during 1979-80 shall be as under:— 

2. For the purpose of Export Policy of Wood and Timber the following definitions will be adopted :— 

(i) “Timber” means logs, rough squared or in the round including Stumps ; 

(ii) “Stump” means the base of a tree and its roots left in the ground after felling ; 

(in') “Sawn timber” means beams, planks, reepers, rafters, fence posts or poles, sleepers or scantlngs fashioned from timber, whether 
seasoned or not, in the round or dressed conditions, whatever be the manner of sawing as laid down in the Indian Standards 
Specification No. 707-1776 ; and 

(iv) “Processed timber” means timber which has not only been sawn but also planed and worked to the required condition, that 
is to say, is ready for end-use, and includes (a) veneer, ply-wood, core-board, particle board and such other factory made pro- 

. ducts as well as (b) items of furniture, door a window frames, door handles, musical instruments and other consumer items, 
in assembled or knocked down condition. 

3. Export of the species of wood and timber included at S. No. 33 of Part ‘A’ of Schedule I to tlic E (C) O, 1977, shall not be 
allowed. 

4. Export of the following species of wood and timber will be freely allowed in all forms Including logs and sawn under CGL. 3

Applications should be submitted to the 
Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports after taking prior clearance from the Ministry of Agriculture (Export Promotion 
Division), New Delhi. It is clarified that exporters should not enter into any commitment before obtaining clearance from the 
Government.
